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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lorscheidt (4,781 ,483) in view of Moss (978,189). 

The Lorscheidt reference discloses a stick dispenser comprising a stick-shaped 
housing 2 with an upper dispensing outlet 4, a closure cap 1 1 that seals the dispensing 
outlet 4 airtight by means of a sealing lip 16, and a feeding plunger 5 able to move 
axially inside the housing 2, and the closure cap 1 1 is designed with a double wall with 
an inner cap 17 that can be axially displaced relative to the closure cap 11. 

Although Lorscheidt does not a lock mechanism for allowing the plunger moving 
in one direction, attention is directed to the Moss reference which teaches another stick 
dispenser comprising a projection 5 around the plunger 6 and serrations 4 around the 
housing 1 of which allow the plunger 6 to move only one direction. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to provide serrations and projections on the housing 2 and 
plunger 5 of the Lorscheidt dispenser for allowing the plunger 5 to only move toward the 
outlet. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 07/31/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Regarding applicant's arguments Lorscheidt and Moss does not teach a 
construction preventing a pushing back of stick, examiner disagrees with applicant. 
Lorscheidt discloses all limitations as claimed except a lock mechanism for preventing 
the stick from moving backward into the housing. Moss teaches such a locking 
mechanism. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the 
stick dispenser of Lorscheidt with the a locking mechanism of Moss for preventing the 
stick from moving backward into the housing
